“An inscription on the me- 
morial stone in front of the 
ISP Peru Post reads, ‘We 
Will Remember Them. To- 
day.’ That promise was kept 
when local law enforcement 
officers, retired state police 
employees, local government 
officials and family members 
of the fallen joined employ- 
ees from the ISP Peru Post as 
they paid tribute to the 47 ISP 
employees who have died in 
the line of duty since the de- 
partment’s inception in 1933,” 
said ISP Peru Post public in- 
formation officer Sgt. Tony 
Slocum. “Since the early days 
of the ISP, memorial services 
have been held at all Indiana 
State Police Post during the 
month of May The memorial 
services are a way of paying 
tribute and remembering the 
ultimate sacrifice paid by state 
police employees who died 
while serving and protecting 
the citizens and visitors of 
Indiana. The services are also 
for the family members of the 
fallen heroes. The memorial 
services let the families of the 
fallen know that the sacrifice 
made by them, and their de- 
parted loved ones will never 
be forgotten.” 

Slocum said the service 
started with troopers stand- 
ing at attention as Area I 
commander for the ISP Capt. 
Jeremy Kelly, read a roll call 
of the fallen employees. ISP 
Peru Post commander Lieu- 
tenant T.J. Zeiser provided a 
brief description of what led 
to the fallen employee’s final 
call. 

“The solemn ceremony end- 
ed with the playing of “Taps’ 
by a bugler,’ said Slocum. 

Slocum said four troopers 
from the ISP Peru District 
have died in the line of duty. 


Sergeant Glen R. Hosi- 
er died April 26, 1971, of a 
gunshot wound he received 
while leading officers up the 
staircase of a Miami County 
home. “He was attempting to 
arrest a murder suspect,” said 
Slocum. 

Trooper Robert J. Lather II 
died July 6, 1982, in an au- 
tomobile crash on Highway 
31 in Miami County. He was 
assisting the Howard County 
Sheriff’s Department in pur- 
suit of a traffic violator. “The 
violator drove his car into 
Trooper Lather’s police car,” 
said Slocum. 

Trooper Daniel R. Barrett 
died Jan. 27, 2008, while at- 
tempting to catch a speeding 
vehicle on Highway 31 in 
northern Fulton County. “His 
police car left the roadway 
and struck a tree, killing the 
trooper instantly,’ said Slo- 
cum. 

Master Trooper Det. David 
E. Rich, 41, died July 5, 2007, 
of a gunshot wound when a 
motorist he stopped to assist, 
Joseph Vultaggio Jr., opened 
fire on him as he approached a 
disabled vehicle on Highway 
24 in Wabash County. Vultag- 
gio then took his own life. 

Rich’s memory was and con- 
tinues to be kept alive through 
his three children and his wife, 
Connie Rich, according to a 
2017 Plain Dealer story. 

That day had been a day off 
of work for Connie that she 
said she later realized was a 
“blessing.” After the call had 
gone over the radio of an offi- 
cer down and that it had been 
David who was shot, Connie’s 
best friend, Sandy Beeks, who 
had heard the news from her 
Wabash Fire Department 
(WFD) firefighter husband, 
came to tell Connie the news. 

Later on, according to Con- 
nie, she was visited by ISP 
Trooper Bart Stouffer who 
had the burden of sharing with 
Connie that her husband had 
died as a result of the incident.

When Beeks had first ar- 
rived at Connie’s home, she 
had pulled Connie aside to 
ensure that the children didn’t 
hear. But now that the news 
had come in that David had 
died from the shooting, Con- 
nie was now tasked with tell- 
ing her children, a 7-year-old 
daughter and 4-year-old twin 
sons, that their father was not 
coming home that evening. 
Connie described telling her 
children about David’s death 
as the “hardest thing” she’s 
ever had to do. 

As the children grew up, 
according to Connie, she con- 
tinued to be honest with them 
about how their father had 
died, something that she be- 
lieves has helped them cope 
and understand the incident. 

In the weeks following 
David’s death, according to 
Connie, she was contacted by 
both friends and strangers, all 
of them offering prayers and 
support. 

Within the department, Con- 
nie said, her family continues 
to have support. Deputies and 
their families have been there 
for Connie and have watched 
her kids grow up over the 
years, always there in case 
any of them needed their as- 
sistance. Their close connec- 
tions with deputies through 
the Wabash County Sheriff’s 
Department, according to 
Connie, have also helped her 
children get a better idea of 
who David was as a man and 
a police officer. 

Now, David’s name is 
marked by a city park, a Mex- 
ico baseball field and even a 
mile on Highway 24. 

In honor of the 10th anniver- 
sary of David’s death, there 
was a memorial service at 
David Rich Park. In addition, 
members of the ISP Peru Post 
and members of the WFD 
walked 16 miles from the 
Peru Post to the spot where 
David’s life was taken on that 
day 10 years before.

According to another 2017 
Plain Dealer story, former Wa- 
bash mayor Robert Vanland- 
ingham, who was in office 
in 2007, was informed of the 
shooting during a meeting and 
when he learned it had been 
Rich who died, he immediate- 
ly adjourned the meeting. He 
remembered Rich as a “good 
man” and was shocked that 
such a tragedy like this could 
happen. 

Vanlandingham recalled the 
day of the service for Rich, 
noting that Gov. Mitch Dan- 
iels had been in attendance 
that day. The service that day 
had been held at the Honey- 
well Center and as he walked 
back to his office, Vanlanding- 
ham said he was moved by the 
respect and support that the 
community put forth on that 
day to honor Rich. 

Mayor Scott Long was a 
detective for the Wabash Po- 
lice Department (WPD) at 
the time of the shooting and 
shared that he and Rich had 
had a “good working relation- 
ship.” The two would often go 
to breakfast together and dis- 
cuss cases that could benefit 
from information from both 
of them. 

On the day of the shooting, 
Long stated, he had heard the 
call of an officer down on his 
radio and immediately went to 
the scene. 

For Long, the shooting led 
him to personally rethink 
his usual approach to traffic 
stops. He noted that while it 
left some law enforcement 
officers shaken, the incident 
did not cause any of them to 
hesitate when it came to ap- 
proaching similar situations. 
He explained that after the 
shooting, he started approach- 
ing cars on the passenger side 
and unsnapped his holster in 
case he ever needed to utilize 
his firearm.

On the 
track and field circuit, Sala- 
zar swept the indoor and out- 
door HCAC Men’s Distance 
Athlete of the Year Award. 
Enrique helped the men’s 


track and field team earn its 
first-ever indoor and outdoor 
HCAC crowns. Also earn- 
ing all-region honors from 
the USTFCCCA in track & 
field, Salazar established 
five new school records in 
2022. The four-time HCAC 
Male Track Athlete of the 
Week also earned Academic 
All-HCAC recognition this 
year. 

Lohman also had a stellar 
year for the cross country 
and track and field pro- 
grams. Lohman was the 
2021 HCAC individual 
cross country champion and 
was also the HCAC Indoor 
and Outdoor Women’s Dis- 
tance Athlete of the Year. 
Lohman was a three-time 
HCAC Female Athlete of 
the Week during the fall 
cross country campaign. 
She also earned All-Great 
Lakes Region honors from 
the USTFCCCA and qual- 
ified for the 2021 NCAA 
Division HI Cross Country 
National Championships. 
Lohman added one HCAC

en since 2016. During the 
fall, Lohman ran the sev- 
enth-fastest time in school 
history (22:25).

Senior football linebacker 
Jalen Masden, from Evans- 
ville and Harrison High 
School, was selected as 
the 2022 Warren K. Gar- 
ner Award recipient while 
senior women’s basketball 
player Bridget Nash, from 


Carmel and Bishop Cha- 
tard High School, received 
the Betty Clark Award. The 
awards are bestowed to a 
male and female student 
athletes that demonstrate 
the ideals of Manchester 
University in regards to ac- 
ademics, athletic achieve- 
ment, leadership, and cour- 
age. 

Senior men’s soccer play- 
er John Velasquez, from 
Marion and Eastbrook High 
School, and senior track and 
field thrower Erica Mohr, 
from Payne, Ohio, and 
Wayne Trace High School, 
earned the M Club Direc- 
tor’s Award — given annu- 
ally to the male and female 
senior student-athletes with 
the highest overall grade 
point averages.

Buck, Aikman excited about 
‘starting over’ with ESPN

It’s been two months since 
Joe Buck jumped from Fox 
to ESPN. It wasn’t until 
Monday that the gravity of 
moving into the “Monday 
Night Football” booth hit 
him. 

Buck and Troy Aikman 
made their first trips to ESPN 
headquarters in Bristol, Con- 
necticut, to meet with exec- 
utives and future co-workers 
who are preparing for the 
upcoming season. 

“It literally dropped out 
of the sky. The more I get 
around it, Troy and I were 
just blown away. We were in 
a conference room an hour 
ago with 20-plus people 
from all different parts of the 
support staff for ‘Monday 
Night Football, and it was 
overwhelming. I actually 
got emotional talking about 
it,’ Buck said Monday in his 
first comments since ESPN 
signed him and Aikman in 
March. 

Aikman had considered 
pairing Thursday night 
games on Amazon with a 
reduced Fox schedule that 
would allow him to keep 
working the playoffs and 
Super Bowl. As trying to put 
that together became more 
challenging, ESPN started 


talking to the Hall of Fame 
quarterback about moving 
into the Monday night booth. 

Aikman said the possibility 
of coming to ESPN — where 
he gets to call prime-time 
and playoff games and stays 
in the Super Bowl rotation — 
didn’t crystalize until after 
this year’s Super Bowl. 

“This is an opportunity 
with ESPN that I’m really 
excited about,’ Aikman said. 
“T mean, like Joe said, we’ve 
been doing it for so long one 
way. To see how someone 
else does it and to work with 
different people, I feel like 
it’s 2001 again. And kind of 
starting over my broadcast- 
ing career, and it probably 
comes at a really good time 
for me personally and proba- 
bly for Joe, as well.” 

Once ESPN landed Aik- 
man, conversations began 
about Buck joining him even 
though Buck’s contract at 
Fox still had a year remain- 
ing. Buck said the parting 


was amicable, reiterating 
what Fox said a couple of 
months ago. 


Buck and Aikman have 
been working together since 
2002 when they became 
Fox’s top crew. They will 
match Pat Summerall and 
John Madden for the longest 
NFL booth pairing at 21 sea- 
sons when Russell Wilson 


and the Denver Broncos visit 
Wilson’s former team, the 
Seattle Seahawks, on Sept. 
12. 

“We sat down towards the 
end of the season to sort of 
think about where we were 
going. I think we were chal- 
lenged to say what’s your 
pie in the sky, and I’m now 
sitting next to the pie in the 
sky,” said Stephanie Druley, 
ESPN’s head of event and 
studio production. “Plan for 
the best, and yeah, my an- 
swer is yes, we have the best 
booth.” 

Buck was happy that Joe 
Davis (baseball) and Kevin 
Burkhardt (NFL) were pro- 
moted to the top broadcast 
teams at Fox. As for future 
Fox top analyst Tom Brady, 
Aikman thinks he will be 
able to make the transition. 

“Tom has won at every- 
thing he’s done in life, and 
there’s no reason to think 
that he won’t win at this, as 
well,’ Aikman said. “The 
reason I believe that he’s 
going to be good is because 
he’s going to work. He’s a 
guy, as we know, he’s the 
reason why he’s been play- 
ing as long as he has. There’s 
a reason why he’s won sev- 
en Super Bowls, and it’s 
because he doesn’t take any 
shortcuts, and he’s not going 
to in broadcasting.” 
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Tiger Woods says he’s all about 
majors, a Mickelson rebuke

TULSA, Okla. — Tiger 
Woods is all about majors 
and legacy, a point he drove 
home Tuesday in a sharp re- 
buke of Phil Mickelson and 
his support of a Saudi-fund- 
ed golf venture that led to 
Lefty not defending his title 
at the PGA Championship. 

Even as Woods resumes 
a remarkable return from 
a car crash 15 months ago 
that nearly led to his right 
leg being amputated, the 
PGA Championship can- 
not escape the absence of 
Mickelson and speculation 
about who might sign up for 
Greg Norman’s new Sau- 
di-backed golf series. 

Woods said he has not 
tried to reach out to Mick- 
elson since his self-im- 
posed hiatus from golf 
three months ago, mainly 
because of their difference 
of opinion on how golf 
should be run. 

“I understand different 
viewpoints, but I believe in 
legacies. I believe in major 
championships. I believe 
in big events, comparisons 
to historical figures of the 
past,” Woods said. 

“There’s plenty of money 
out here,” he said. “The tour 
is growing. But it’s just like 
any other sport — it’s like 
tennis — you have to go out 
there and earn it. You’ve got 
to go out there and play for 
it. We have opportunity to 
go ahead and do it. It’s just 
not guaranteed up front.” 

That was a reference to 
some of the Public Invest- 
ment Fund money out of 
Saudi Arabia being offered 
to players to join Norman 
and his LIV Golf Invest- 
ments. According to various 
reports out of Britain, some 
top players were being of- 
fered more than the $120 
million Woods has made in 
career PGA Tour earnings. 

Mickelson showed his 
hand in two interviews 
published in February. He 
accused the PGA Tour of 
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“obnoxious greed” while 
playing in Saudi Arabia, and 
fa}more incendiary com- 
ments{/a} followed when 
Alan Shipnuck published an 
excerpt of his unauthorized 
biography on Mickelson. 

Mickelson said the Saudis 
were “scary mother-(exple- 
tives) to get involved with,” 
and then dismissed its hu- 
man rights atrocities — such 
as the killing of Washing- 
ton Post columnist Jamal 
Khashoggi — by saying it 
was worth it to gain lever- 
age to make changes on the 
PGA Tour. 

He also said he didn’t care 
if the Saudi league failed, 
as long as the tour made 
changes he wanted. 

Mickelson decided last 
Friday he would not play at 
Southern Hills, missing out 
on a chance to be celebrat- 
ed for his historic win last 
year at Kiawah Island when 
at age 50 he became golf’s 
oldest major champion. 

He is the first PGA cham- 
pion not to defend since 
Woods was recovering from 
knee surgery in 2008 and 
skipped Oakland Hills. 

“It’s always disappointing 
when the defending cham- 
pion is not here,’ Woods 
said. “Phil has said some 
things that I think a lot of 
us who are committed to 
the tour and committed to 
the legacy of the tour have 
pushed back against, and 
he’s taken some personal 
time, and we all understand 
that. But I think that some 
of his views on how the tour 
could be run, should be run, 
been a lot of disagreement 
there.” 

“He’s just taking his time 
and we all wish him the best 
when he comes back.” 

Woods, meanwhile, is 
back and more optimistic 
than he was a month ago at 
the Masters. He said those 
who are close to him were 
thrilled to see him walk all 
72 holes at Augusta Nation- 
al, his first time walking 
while competing since the 
Feb. 23, 2021, accident in

Los Angeles that shattered 
bones in his right leg and 
ankle. 

All he could think about 
the day after was a bad put- 
ting week that led to a 78-78 
weekend. 

“I did not see it that way 
Monday,’ he said. “I was 
a little ticked I didn’t putt 
well, and felt like I was hit- 
ting it good enough and I 
wish I had the stamina.” 

He said the Monday after 
the Masters was a tough 
day of recovery, and then 
he went right back to work 
trying to gain strength and 
endurance. 

“It’s better than the last 
time I played a tournament, 
which is good,” Woods said. 

He is the defending PGA 
champion at Southern Hills, 
having won by two shots in 
2007 for his 13th of what 
is now 15 majors. And 
he barely recognized the 
course after a restoration 
project that brought back 
a few meandering creeks 
and returned the edges of 
the putting surfaces so they 
funnel shots away from the 
green. 

The bigger challenge is 
the players he is trying to 
beat, which make up the 
strongest field of the majors. 
Woods is 46, and Mickelson 
showed a year ago that age 
is only a number. However, 
Mickelson had been play- 
ing a full schedule all along. 
Woods, with his injuries, 
would appear to be limited 
to the four majors this year 
at most. 

One help is the nature of 
the walk. Augusta Nation- 
al is among the toughest 
in golf. Southern Hills fea- 
tures a sharp drop from the 
first and 10th tees and tough 
climb at the end of each 
nine. Otherwise, it’s a rela- 
tively gentle stroll. 

He still struggles on cer- 
tain days. He said it’s never 
as easy as it might look. 

“But I feel like I’m doing 
better,’ he said. “I’m having 
more days which are better, 
more positive.”

i Jinping, China’s strongman 

leader, is doubling down on 
his “zero-COVID” strategy in spite 
of its mounting economic cost. The 
politburo Standing Committee, the 
pinnacle of Communist party power, 
asserted last week that “persistence 
is victory” and proclaimed that au- 
thorities would “certainly be able to 
win the battle to defend Shanghai.” 

Unlike in previous COVID-related 
meetings, there was no mention of 
an intent to balance zero-COVID 
policies with the needs of economic 
growth. On the contrary, Beijing 
warned that it would not tolerate 
any wavering. “We will resolutely 
struggle against all words and deeds 
that distort, doubt and deny our 
epidemic prevention policies,’ a 
politburo statement said. 

If China holds this line, the 
economic fallout looks set to be pro- 
found. Nomura estimated this week 
that 41 cities were implementing 
full or partial lockdowns or other 
forms of mobility control, affect- 
ing around 290 million people in 
regions that account for 29.5 percent 
of gross domestic product. 

Some Chinese economists are 
raising the alarm. Xu Jianguo, asso- 
ciate professor of economics at the 
National School of Development in 
Peking University, was reported as 
saying it would be challenging for 
China to reach its economic growth 


target of “around 5.5 percent” for 
this year or even match the 2.3 
percent growth figure in 2020. 

Indeed, several indicators are 
flashing red. Export growth plunged 
to 3.9 per cent year-on-year in April, 
down from 14.7 per cent in March, 
representing a blow to China’s sin- 
gle biggest growth driver since early 
2020. Sales of property, another big 
contributor to GDP growth over the 
past two decades, have slumped 
precipitously this year, triggering 
a series of defaults on debt repay- 
ments by developers. 

Heaping further pressure on 
Beijing this week, the head of the 
World Health Organization (WHO) 
warned that China’s zero-COVID 
strategy was unsustainable. Tedros 
Adhanom Ghebreyesus said that the 
WHO had discussed the issue with 
Chinese experts, adding that “‘con- 
sidering the behavior of the virus 
I think a shift [in China’s strategy] 
will be very important.” 

In truth, China faces a highly com- 
plex set of challenges with no easy 
answers. As the politburo meeting 
last week noted, China has a large 
elderly population and insufficient 
medical resources. Researchers 
at Shanghai’s Fudan University 
estimated that an unchecked surge 
of the Omicron coronavirus variant 
could result in 112mn symptomatic 
infections and almost 1.6mn fatali- 


ties between May and July. 

For Xi, the political stakes are 
high. If China fails to control the 
spread of the highly infectious Omi- 
cron, his prestige may suffer ahead 
of a party congress later this year 
at which he is expected to secure 
another term in office. If he manag- 
es to control the virus’s spread by 
continuing the current lockdowns, 
he will be incurring a hefty econom- 
ic toll. 

China’s best option would be to 
adopt three concurrent approaches. 
The first would ease lockdowns 
by allowing greater freedom of 
movement in cities that have high 
vaccination rates. It should also 
sharply accelerate its vaccination 
program — especially among elderly 
and unvaccinated populations — and 
permit the mass import of foreign 
mRNA jabs. The third would be to 
stimulate the economy by making 
monetary policy more accommo- 
dative and launching some targeted 
interventions such as a modest infra- 
structure investment package. 

Xi should recognize that the 
rigidity he and his officials have 
displayed in handling Omicron 
outbreaks is hurting his people and 
his economy. He needs to adopt a 
more flexible approach if he hopes 
to restore some credibility.

Inflation is a policy and political problem 


lhe Consumer Price Index 

was released this week, 
showing inflation at 8.3 
percent, year over year. The 
number is not especially sur- 
prising, just a tad better than 
March. We 
have prob- 
ably passed 
the month of 
‘peak’ infla- 
tion for this 
cycle. The 
reason for 
this is simply 
that March’s 
inflation 
figures were 
reported at the beginning of 
the oil price effects from the 
Russian invasion of Ukraine 
and prior to Federal Reserve 
raising rates. The Federal 
Reserve is now tightening the 
money supply, and the large 
oil price spikes have eased 
slightly. Still, this leaves 
open the question of how 
long unusually high inflation 
will last, what are its causes 
and how might it be reme- 
died. 

The cause of inflation is an 
excess supply of money in 
the economy. The way we 
measure it includes other 
forces that temporarily affect 
prices, and so we are stuck 
with imperfect measures 
of the problem. The overall 
rate of inflation in March 
was at 8.55 percent, which is 
as high as it has been since 
December of 1981. But, if 
you exclude food and energy 
prices, which are at least 
partially attributable to tran- 
sient effects, inflation is a bit 
better at 6.4 percent, which is 
about where it was in 1982.

We can also examine 
something known as the 
‘sticky price’ index, which 
measures those cases when 
prices are unlikely to drop 
back down. This index puts 
inflation at about 4.6 percent, 
or roughly where we were in 
1991 — better, but not great. 
This also tells us that at least 
half the price increases we’ve 
observed are permanent. 

The way to think about this 
is the equation of exchange, 
where MV = PY. Here, M is 
the money supply, V is the 
velocity of money, P is the 
level of prices (inflation) and 
Y is the size of the economy 
(typically measured as GDP). 
This little equation may seem 
daunting but is easy to inter- 
pret. If the money supply (M) 
increases, then either V must 
go down an equal amount, 
or else P or Y will increase. 
Because the size of the econ- 
omy is based on real things, 
like worker productivity, it 
must be P that’s affected. So, 
an increase in the supply of 
money causes inflation. 

Likewise, an increase in 
the velocity of money or 
how often it moves through 
the economy can also fuel 
inflation. To limit the damage 
from the pandemic, the 
Trump and Biden adminis- 
trations asked Congress to 
vastly increase spending. 
They did, and the result was 
the largest fiscal stimulus in 
history. 

At the same time, the Fed- 
eral Reserve both dropped 
borrowing costs and ex- 
panded the supply of money 
through several different 


avenues. Together, these 
increased by the supply of 
money (M) and its velocity 
(V). This initially helped the 
economy recover, but once 
the pandemic effects ended, 
our economic growth slowed 
and we got inflation. 

We should all be humble in 
our criticism of Congress and 
both the Trump and Biden 
administrations in causing 
inflation. The slow recovery 
from the Great Recession 
saw no inflation, despite 
dire warnings that it would. 

I was among those econo- 
mists warning of inflation. 
To many people, the risks of 
inflation seemed smaller than 
the risk of too little action. 
They were mistaken. Infla- 
tion is here and will be with 
us for many more months, or 
longer. 

Another reason for humility 
is that the breadth of culpa- 
bility. It is perfectly fine for 
Republicans to blame a high- 
ly partisan Congressional 
vote last year for contributing 
to inflation. However, the 
Indiana General Assembly 
gave rebates and cut taxes 
in 2022, which was months 
after inflation was an obvious 
problem. One can debate the 
efficacy of state tax cuts; that 
they contribute to inflation is 
an undeniable fact. In a more 
honest world, voting for tax 
cuts during an inflationary 
period ought to require 
that you remain placidly 
silent about culpability for 
inflation. 

There’s plenty of room to 
retrospectively criticize fed- 
eral and state policymakers 
who contributed to the root 


causes of inflation back in 
early 2021, but the strongest 
criticism belongs to the poor 
decisions that are still being 
made about inflation. Again, 
we must note the states that 
gave tax rebates or cut taxes 
during already high periods 
of inflation. As politically 
tempting as it was, it merely 
worsens the problem. 

Most surprising to me is 
the lack of immediate action 
taken by the Biden admin- 
istration to stem inflation. 
There were several options 
available to the President, 
which at least would have 
made clear the commitment 
to curtailing inflation. Here’s 
what a more aggressive 
anti-inflation posture would 
look like. 

First, the Biden adminis- 
tration could suspend all the 
Trump tariffs on manufac- 
tured goods. This would’ve 
boosted profitability across 
much of the supply chain, 
reducing prices for imported 
components. This requires 
only the president to act, and 
would’ve cut some $300 mil- 
lion per year in federal tariffs. 

The Administration could 
have waived some leasing 
restrictions and fast-tracked 
oil and natural gas permits. 
This would’ve had the effect 
of moving future production 
to the present, while prices 
are higher. This would’ve not 
immediately affected prices, 
but it would have stabilized 
futures prices and offered 
confidence to both consum- 
ers and businesses. 

The Administration could 
have also asked Congress to 
repeal the Jones Act, which, 


among other costly mea- 
sures, limits international 
shipping firms from deliver- 
ing products to multiple U.S. 
ports. It is raw protectionism 
that was poor public policy 
in 1920, and plain stupid in 
2022. 

The Administration could 
take a comprehensive 
immigration bill to Con- 
gress. Basing this bill on the 
compromise that failed in the 
2000s would result in a guest 
worker program that would 
ease labor supply issues 
across much of the country. 

The president could have 
also waived or lessened some 
rules on interstate trucking 
and transport. Reducing 
restrictions on cross-border 
transportation, as well as 
allowing drivers to rest in 
two shorter blocks with more 
cumulative rest, would ease 
congestion in many cities. 
He could also allow a pilot 
program authorizing younger 
inter-state drivers based upon 
training and previous driving 
records. 

Some of these policies 
would reduce prices immedi- 
ately, others won’t impact the 
economy for months, but all 
would improve the sense that 
inflation is taken seriously 
by the Administration. And 
yes, they would anger some 
constituents (e.g., the long- 
shoremen union, protection- 
ist industries, those pushing 
for zero carbon emissions 
and those who dislike 
immigration expansion), but 
that is the what the moment 
demands.

“During June’s First Friday, 
all aspects of the Wabash Cul- 
tural District will be highlight- 
ed including live demonstra- 
tions by local artists, live music 
and the annual Paint the Plow 
event on Miami Street. Staple 
events and activities for First 
Friday-goers to experience will 
also include local vendors, food 
trucks, outdoor recreation and 
boutique shopping,” said Ellis. 

The Wabash Cultural District 
spans the Wabash River to Hill 
Street and Honeywell Center to 
Paradise Spring. The District 
will be headed up by Down- 
town Wabash with a committee 
of representatives from the city 
of Wabash, Wabash County 
Museum, Honeywell Arts, art- 
ist panel, Visit Wabash County, 
Grow Wabash County, area 
schools and district residents. 

Within Wabash’s cultural 
district there reside cultural 
assets including a world-class 
performing arts center, miles of 
community biking and walk- 
ing trails, numerous public art 
installations, as well as new 
housing developments and 
boutiques. Downtown Wabash 
boasts the successful preserva- 
tion of historic buildings and 
owns a 1986 designation by the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

“Wabash has much to be 
proud of, especially its abun- 
dance of artistic and cultural of- 
ferings that make our commu- 
nity an exciting place to be for 
both the citizens who live here 
and the people that seek out 
Wabash for adventure and en- 
tertainment,” said Mayor Scott 
Long. “We are thrilled about 
the opportunities this cultural 
district designation will offer 
Wabash to further spotlight 
the creativity and vibrancy that 
makes this community so spe- 
cial.” 

At the Monday, Nov. 8, 2021 
meeting of the Wabash City 
Council, local leaders celebrat- 
ed Wabash’s designation as the 
state’s newest Cultural District. 
Long’s assistant Bev Vander- 
pool said this served as their 
official announcement to the 
Wabash City Council. 

On Friday, June 25, 2021, 
the city capped several years 
of work when Wabash was

named the newest Cultural Dis- 
trict by the Indiana Arts Com- 
mission (IAC). At the same 
time, Arts Campus Fort Wayne 
also received the designation to 
bring the statewide total to 12 
communities. 

The next steps for the Wabash 
Cultural District will be deter- 
mined by the local committee, 
led by Wabash Marketplace. 
Additional community part- 
ners include the city of Wabash, 
Honeywell Arts & Entertain- 
ment, Grow Wabash County, 
Visit Wabash County, Wabash 
County Museum and a panel 
of artists. 

Vanderpool said receiving 
the Cultural District Designa- 
tion the committee continues 
to meet. 

Vanderpool said they had just 
received a $3,000 grant from 
Arts Midwest for marketing 
materials. 

In the application process be- 
ginning in 2020, Wabash was 
selected as a Spotlight Com- 
munity within the Creative 
Community Pathway and was 
invited to apply for the Cultural 
District Consortium. Wabash’s 
application nominated the Wa- 
bash Cultural District with an 
85-page dissertation. The ap- 
plication also focused on the 
vaudeville roots of the com- 
munity that began in the early 
1900s and can be seen today at 
the recently renovated Eagles 
Theatre. 

Fort Wayne and Wabash join 
just 10 other communities as re- 
cipients of the Cultural District 
Designation. Indiana Cultural 
Districts also include Bloom- 
ington Entertainment and Arts 
District (BEAD), Carmel Arts 
and Design District, Colum- 
bus Arts and Entertainment 
District, Fishers: Nickel Plate 
District, Jeffersonville: NoCo 
Arts and Cultural District, 
Lafayette: Tippecanoe Arts 
and Cultural District, Madi- 
son Arts and Cultural District, 
Nashville: Arts Village Brown 
County, Noblesville Cultural 
Arts District and Terre Haute: 
4'/40 Arts and Cultural District. 

To receive the designation, 
Fort Wayne and Wabash par- 
ticipated in the Creative Com- 
munity Pathway program and 
most recently submitted an 
application that was reviewed 
by a public panel of experts 
specializing in economic and 
tourism development.

Cultural Districts promote the 
exploration of and participa- 
tion in the arts and humanities 
through cultural experiences 
that are unique to the individual 
communities. 

Wabash has been working to- 
ward receiving this designation 
for at least five years as the city 
first applied to a statewide com- 
mittee in September 2016. 

The IAC announced in early 
2020 that the previous “Cul- 
tural District Application” was 
morphing into the “Creative 
Community Pathway.’ The 
goal of the program is to rec- 
ognize communities that utilize 
arts and culture as a strategy for 
growth. Communities can re- 
ceive either “Creative Commu- 
nity Designation” or “Cultural 
District Designation.” 

On Dec. 11, 2020, the IAC 
voted to approve Wabash, Fort 
Wayne, Goshen and Kokomo 
for Spotlight Community rec- 
ognition as part of the Creative 
Community Pathway program. 
These four communities were 
then invited to apply for Cul- 
tural District Designation. 

In May, the IAC announced 
that Fort Wayne, Goshen, Ko- 
komo, and Wabash had their 
applications for Cultural Dis- 
trict Designation reviewed. Re- 
viewing the applications were 
peers from around the state 
specializing in cultural, lead- 
ership, community, economic 
and tourism development. Ap- 
plications recommended for 
designation were reviewed by 
the IAC’s Programs, Grants 
and Services Committee, with 
final funding approval made by 
the full Commission at its Fri- 
day, June 25, 2021 Quarterly 
Business Meeting. 

“Instead of Wabash being a 
hidden gem, we hope the Cul- 
tural District will make people 
even more proactively interest- 
ed in visiting or starting a busi- 
ness here?’ Wabash Cultural 
District Committee member 
Cathy Gatchel said. “It helps us 
shine that light just that much 
more to let people know we 
have a whole ecosystem of op- 
portunity.”
